A Surgicenl Operation In the Days of the
Incns,
The British Medical Jowrnal says:—"M.

| Brooa has presented to the Academy a most
remarkable auatomical preparation, It is a
gkull found in thetomb of the Incas four miles
from the city of Cuzoo. M, Broca believes
that the skull belonged to an individual who
underwent at the same time a fracture and a
denndation of the frontal bone, The curlsus
part of it i¢ that the bone shows traces of
having undergone the operation of trephining.
A ciroular white spot is visible, which shows
necrosls of a portion of the bone; and all
around it the rarefled tissue has evidently been
the seat of an osteitis, the commencement of
eliminative action. M. Nélaton has examined
the preparation, and caleulates that the patient
survived the operation about fifteen days. The
opening is of a lozemge shape, and about
twelve millimetres in dinmeter. M. Broca
thinks that the operation was performed with
A gouge.”’
